The Rescue Squad avain sponsored a very 
pepular Santa Claus program, where you could arrange to have Santa deliver a gift 
ta your child. 


The Explorer Fost continues ta be an asset to the Fire Department, always 
willing to help cut where they can, and providing rew members to the Department 
wher ar Explorer becomes cold enough to join. 


In closing I'd like to thank the members cof the Fire Depnartment for their 


efforts throughout the year, as well as the members af the community who have 
supperted us in ane way or another.

The Fittsfield Police Department has had an extra busy year just in the 
persormel, first the Selectmen appointed George Gorman to fill the full time 
position left vacant then appointed Robert Allfrey to the third full time 
pesition sccm after that Officer Gorman resioned and wernt to f111 a second full 
time position in the Town of Eosom, a loss to the Town of Pittsfield. Then the 
Selectmen appointed Edward Hlais to fill the full time position left and in 
September Officer Blais left for the Police Academy in Concord to return in 
November. 


The calls to Merrimack County Dispatch for the year 1985 totaled 8292, an 
additional 11@@ calls came through this office via the Selectmen’s Office, 
totaling 9389 calls for the year, down form the 120@ calls received in the year 
1984 a reduction of 2611 calls. 


Despite the opinion of a few of the town’s pecple the calls are down, so I 
made a check with the Merrimack County Attorney's Office and due to the increased 
pelice pretecticn and more professionalism in the Police Department the crime 
rate in the Town seems to be down. 


This year I as the Police Chief have chasen ta publish some stats in the 
armual report, this may give the Town's people some idea what the department has 
deme for the year of 1985. 


I hope that the people in the Towr will feel more secure in there homes at 
night and while they are away at work knowing that the members of the Fittsfield 
Falice Department are always out to protect there life and property. The members 
ef the Fittsfield Police Department would like to take this capportunity to thank 
the residence of Pittsfield for any corporation that may have been extended ta 
any cone of the Police Department.

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SELECTMEN'S REFORT 
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Since the closecut of the Community Develapment Block Grant street 
improvement prooram, 1985 is the first year of a honefully continueingo prooram of 
reconstructing and resurfacing the streets in the downtown area. 


It has been apdparent for many years that the streets reed much more 
attention in this area. The State of New Hampshire provides funds each year call 
the Highway Block Grant which is desionated for road maintenance and 
construction. These funds will hopefully provided the basis for a cantinuino 
street imorovemerit program. 


A rnew storm drain svstem was constructed on Lyford Hill includino the 
addition of several new catch basins. The street was then resurfaced providing a 
much better access route irntca towr. Depot Street and Fayette Street were also 
resurfaced om a funds available and need basis. 


It is plarmed for 1986 to do major work on Herry Avenue. It is our 
understanding that the Pittsfield Aqueduct Company will be working on the water 
line. Once their work is completed the town will begin reconstructing the 
street, including storm drainaoe work. Maple Street and Manchester Street may be 
resurfaced on a funds available basis. 


Longer range plans call for work toa be done cn Bridoe Street, River Road and 
the Bridoe Street bridge. The River Road praject may cast in excess cf $102, 22Q. 
The Bridoe Street bridge project, with possible funding by the state of S@%, may 
cost in the range of a total of $5@0,@0@0@ accordino tc repvorts provided by the 
State. These two prejects will require more funds than is available throuoh state 
funds. 


During the fall, Fred Hast retired after 2& years cf dedicated service ta 
the Pittsfield Fire Department. He retired leaving the duties of Fireward, Forest 
Fire Warden and Fire Chief. The Town will surely miss his relentless dedication. 


The Community Develcoment Frooram’s final year of a three year block grant 
ended this year with the completion cf a multi-unit housing renovation praject on 
Cram Averue. The program brought to Pittsfield the face lift af the dowrtown area 
in the area cof streets and sidewalks, eneroy conservation measures for many local 
homeowners, home maintenance projects throunh the use of prooram subsidized low 
interest loans and two parking lots with rental soaces. The program also spawned 
the Fittsfield Center Develcpment Corporation in an effort toa create a perpetual 
means of assisting in the develcapment af the downtown area. 


The Fittsfield Rotary Club ccontinues to work on the Forest HB. Argue Memcrial 
Fool. Clearing cf brush on the scauth side of the pool continues to make space for 
family picnic areas. A granite burm was put in place durino the fall to help 
preverit erosion of the beach sand each soring. Last year new fencing was erected 
to replace some of the cold delapnitated fence. In 1986, more fencing will be 
replaced and possibly providing picnic tables for the picnic areas.

Trailer - Trailer shall mean any vehicle used or so constructed to permit 
its being used aS a conveyance on the public streets and highways and duly 
licensed as such, and canstructed in such a manner as will permit occupancy 
thereof as a dwelling cr sleeping place for cne aor more perscens. A trailer under 
this Ordinance shall also mean Tent Trailers, Truck Campers or other sieeping 
facilities other than a mobile home and/or what normally constitutes a permanent 
dwelling urit. 


€. DWELLING - Water Supply and Follution Control Commission Permits. No 
dwelling within the Town of Fittsfield shall be occupied until a construction 
permit and cperation permit for the septic system issued by the Water Supply and 


Foallution Control Commission has been filed with the Kuilding Inspector or if 


Said dwelling is ta be attached ta the municipal sewer system, proof of such 
cormectican has been provided to the Tawn. 


3. MOBILE HOMES _- Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission Permits. A 
permit to place or cccupy a mobile hoame within the Town of Fittsfield shall not 
be issued until a comstructicn permit issued by the Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Commission has beer filed with the Buiiding Inspector or if said mobile 
home is toa be attached to the municipal sewer system, proof af such connection 
has been previded ta the Town. Nor shall a permit be issued toa place or accupy a 
mabile home within the Town of Fittsfield so long as the applicant is in 
viclation cf any statute oar town reoulation or ordinance relatina to mobile 
homes. No mobile home shall be accupied until an oaperation permit is issued by 
the aforementioned agency and filed with the building inspection where the mobile 
home is not served by the municipal system or until such proaf has been provided 
tc the town where the mobile home is served by the municipal system. 


4. SEASONAL USES - Individual mabile homes or trailers used for seascnal or 
recreational dwelling purposes, being maintained, established, stationed, or 
parked fer a pericd in excess of forty-five days within the Town of Fuittsfield 
shall require written approval from the Health Officer prior to construction or 
cperaticn cof Sewage systems not requiring appreval from the New Hampshire Water 
Supply and Foliution Control Commission, 1.e., self-contained toilets without 
rurmning water, including privies ard portable chemical toilets. No mobile home 
or trailer shall be occupied for seasonal uses until said written approval by the 
Health Officer has been provided to the town by the applicant. 


a. APPROVAL BY HEALTH OFFICER If, in the epinion of the Health Officer and 
the Roard of Health, conditions exist, such as poor soil conditions or terrain 
that would not allow obtaining an operating permit from the Water Suoply and 
Pollution Comtrol Commission, the Health Officer may issue a written approval far 
an alternate method af waste disposal that would meet ther current available 
Water Supply and Folluticon Control Commission standards. Such ascoreaval shall be 
in lieu of and an operating permit issued by the Water Supply and Folluticn 
Central Commission. 


6 OCCUPANCY PERMIT Uoen comolying with the above aoplicable requirement, 
the Heard af Selectmen shall issue a non-transferable Occupancy Fermit ta the 
applicant for the dwelling or mobile home concerned. No dwelling or mobile home 


shall be eccupied until said permit is issued. 


7. PENALTY Construction, placement or accupancy of a dwelling or mobile home 
in violation of this ordinance shall be subject ta a fine of Ten Dollars ($1@. @@) 
per day, each day constituting a separate viciation, cammencing upon receipt by 
the viclator of notice af such violation and intend to invoke the penalty sent ta 
the viciator by certified mail, return receipt requested by the buildina 


imnspectar.

the appreval of the Board af Health, may issue a written approval for such 
alternate waste disposal method which approval, when filed with the MHuildina 
Inspector, shall be in lieu of a canstruction ard cperation permit issued by the 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commissicn for purposes af this Ordinance. The 
Health Officer and Board af Health may attach reasonable conditions to such 
approval relating ta the construction, maintenance, caperation and periodic 
inspection af such alternate waste disposal methad. Failure to comply with such 
conditions shall be deemed a viclaticon of this ordinance. " 


6 Amend Section 6 by striking the words "a non-transferable Occupancy 
Fermit” and replacing them with the following language: "an Occupancy Fermit 
which shall identify the dwelling ccvered thereby and which shall be placed on 
file with the Building Inspector and a duplicate capy issued. 


Amended mation duly seconded. 


Gilbert Bleckmarm felt under the definition of a dwelling should be included 
industrial and business structures. 


Daniel Coclidge made a mation to further amend Article 11 as follows: 


Amend Section 1 under the paragraph defining "Dwelling” as follows: 
"Dwelling shall mean any building, structure, trailer, mobile-home or camp oar 
part thereof, used and aoccupied for human habitation, business or_industrial use, 


or intended tc be sc used and includes any appurtenances belonging thereto or 
usually enjoyed therewith.” 


Amended matian duly seccnded. 


Voice vete an amendments only was affirmative. Article 11 will be veted on 
as amended by a secret ballot. Balloting will be held after we have taken up 
Articles 13 and 16. 


ARTICLE 13. Ta see if the Town will vote by secret ballot to have the Road 


Agent positicn be elected by the voters for pericd cf two years in lieu of beinao 
appointed by the Selectmen. (By petitian) 


Floyd Carson made a motion that we table Article #13 and Steven Davis 
secorided 


Standing vote - 3@ YES and 88 NO 

Richard Burley made a motion ta have the vote by secret ballcat. 

Moderator said he felt a mation ta table an article couldn’t be vated by 
secret ballot. Maderator asked for a voice vote of those in favor of his 


decision. Voice vote questicnable. 


Standing vote - 111 YES and 8&2 NG 


Motion to table Article 13 carried. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mobile Home Ordinance 


adopted on April 3, 1973 as follows: 
By adding the following new sections: 


3.9.2.3 Other than is provided in Section 3.9.5, no mobile home or trailer 
shall be maintained, established, stationed or parked outside of a mobile home 
park or trailer park except oan a lot, which shall contain at least one acre and 
which shall be separate from all other lots containing a dwelling structure. 


3.9.5 The Plarming Board may grant a special temporary permit, not to exceed 
Six months, for the maintenance of a mabile home or trailer upon a lot for 
dwelling purposes during the construction of a permanent dwelling structure 
thereon, upon terms and conditions as the Flanning Board may direct. 


3.10.4 The Flarning Board may grant a permit to any applicant based upon a 
variance of the provisions of this Ordinance as justice may require, provided 
that the applicant has substantially complied with the terms of this Ordinance. 


3.1@.5 The Flarning Board may delegate to the Board of Selectmen or its 
designee, the processing of applications, fees and communications with 
applicants. 


By adding the following sentence to the end of Section 3.10.3: 


Arry applicant may, in writing, waive the sixty-day requirement for action 
upon an application. 


John Barto moved we acceopt the article as read and Daniel Coolidge 
seccanded. 


Discussicon followed. 


John Karto explained that this article was written only toa clarify the 
existing ordinance on mobile homes and was not a new ordinance. It was written 
to make it clear that mobile homes must have a separate lot. You can’t have a 
house and a mobile home cm the same leat. 


Maderator announced we would held a secret ballot vote on Articles 11 and 
16. We would be voting om Articles 11 as amended. 


Folls were declared open at 93:40 p.m. Frances Marston, Arnold Wells, 
Roberta Maxfield, Elizabeth Hast, Florence Freese and Roland Drolet acted as 
ballot officials. Folls were declared closed at 1@ p.m. with the following 
results:

James Blake made a motion that the findings and recommendations cf the 
Administrative Study Committee on the Folice Department be made public. by 
printing their report in the Suncook Valley Sun. 


Lec Fraser said it was not the Administrative Study Committee working on 
this report, but a Selectmen's Committee. 


James Blake amended his motion to read Selectmen's Committee and not 
Administrative Study Committee. Duly Seconded. 


Moderator advised it would be up to the discretion of the Selectmen as to 
whether or not this report was made public in the newspaper. If there are no 
legal problems, I am sure they will comply with the wishes of the townspecple. 
Voice vote affirmative. 


Ronald Shornyo asked why the town reports were not available seven days prior 
to the Town Meeting as required by law. 


Lec Fraser said they had some printer problems and also had some problems 
with the wording cf the warrant. 


John Stapleton said that it was not fair to the townspeople to make them 
wait until the day of the meeting tc view the budget figures. They should have a 
few days tc study these figures before the meeting. 


David Follard said the Budget Committee holds public hearings on both the 
town and school budgets well in advance of the armual meetings. Any questions 
would be answered at these public hearings, and a proposed budget sheet is passed 
cout ta these in attendance. The meetings are very poorly attended with only 
about 3@ people showing up. 


Maderator stated that several pecple had indicated they would rather have 
Town Meeting held cm a Saturday rather than a week night.

John Harta, Moderator Pra Tem, called the meetino ta arder at & ojm. at tne 
Fittsfieid High School cafeteria. 


Moderator read the warrant and the certification of posting. He expiained 
that Articie 1 & 2 would require a 2/35 vote to pass and the polls would remain 
epen for at least ane hour on each article. 


Lea Fraser felt he sheauld bring us up-to-date on some af the backcround 
leadiriog up to the necessity for this meeting. Steps towards plarnnino a new tawn 
building were officially started in June of 19384 with an insvection af our 
District Court facilities. The report cited many deficiencies such as, no judges 
chambers, na separate entrance for the judge, no off street parking, and very 
inadequate space in the court roc. At this time the Town Administrative 
Committee went tc work studying the feasibility of a rnew building, etc. In May 
1985 the HBudoet Committee vated toa withdraw $8,@0@.@0 from proceeds of the 
insurance acccunt to finance studies af prapased cost figures for a new 
facility. Mr. Fraser stated the Selectmen felt the site of the present town hall 
was inadeauate due largely to the fact there is off street parkino for only about 
15 vehicies. He further stated that the Selectmen are in favor af purchasing the 
former Guirnzani Bakery buildinda. 


ARTICLE # 1 

Tc see if the Town will vote toa raise and aoproaporiate the sum cf Three 
Hundred Farty-Seven Thousand. Five hundred Dallars (347,5@@) for the purchase and 
renovation of the Guinzani Bakery property to provide for Municipal Offices and 
facilities and the Futtsfield District Court, ta be funded as fellows: $30, 624 
from the 1985 tax rate: $96,002 from the insurance proceeds; $15,2@@ from capital 
reserve funds; $5,496 from district court building escrow funds; $52, aaa fram the 
sale af the Tawn Hall property; $1528, @a@ fram the proceeds of lang term notes ta 
be issued in accordance with N.H. RSA 3S, and toa authorize the Selectmen at their 
discretion, tea fix the dates, maturities, dencaminations, interest rates, the 
place af payment, form, and cther details of said notes. (Net reccamnmended by the 
Budoet Ccumittee) 


Maderatcr read Articie #1. Ken Garland made a mation we acceot Article #1 as 
read and James Anderson seconded. 


Steven Adams, Chairman of the Budget Committee, spoke of a few reasons why 
the Budoet Committee favored new comstructicn rather than the Guinzani Building. 


1) The Guinzani Buildinnog ais a lot larger than is necessary, and it would be 
very castly to heat this large buildino. 


2) $5@,8@02 for the sale af the present town hall property is questicnable. 


3) Takino this property off the tax base would mean a loss af aporaximately 
$5,@@2 per year in taxes. 


4) New comstruction would give us a buildino that is economical to maintain 
and could be buiit specifically to meet the towns needs. 


Ted Treughton asked if R.C. Foss was the only firm ta bid cm the proposed 
building. 


Mark Fraser said there were no concrete bids at the present. The $175, aaa 
figure for the purchase of the bakery building is the only actual firm figure at 
this time, and the rest are only estimates. 


Discussion continued renarding actual cost figures. 


Gilbert Bleckmann said the amount af any bid couldn’t exceed the figure in 
the warrant article and only a lower bid could be accented. In order to exceed 
the stated amount we would have to have another meeting. 


Faul Giddis said same folks feel the Guinzani Buildino is toc Jlarge, but 
they should remember it could be utilized not only for the town offices and court 
facilities, but for public meetinos and a voting piace which requires a minimum 
of 14 voting booths. 


Gilbert Hleckmarm asked what the completion time weuld be for a new 
structure. 


Mark Fraser stated by the time they had the plans drawn uo and went through 
the bid process, it would probably be summer before accupancy. He further stated 
that after the first of the year costs would be higher cr materials, etc. If we 
purchase the Guinzani bakery building we could accupy within two months. 


Moderator announced we would preceed ta vate an Article #1. Frances Marston, 
Arnold Wells, Roberta Maxfield, Elizabeth Hast and the Moderator acted as ballot 
officials. 


Polls apened at 9:83 p.m. and closed at 1@:@3 p.m. There were 162 ballots 
cast with the following results: 


84 no 77 yes 1 blank 
108 votes were needed for a 2/3 vate. Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE #2 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hundred 
Eighty Nine Thousand, Six Hundred Dollars ($289,600) for the construction of a 
new facility, on the existing town hall site, ta pravide for Municipal Offices 
facilities and the Fittsfield District Court to be funded as follows: $22, 94 
from the 1985 tax rate; $96,800 from insurance proceeds; $15,280 fram capital 
reserve funds; $5,496 from district court building escrow funds; $150,802 from 
proceeds of long term notes ta be issued in accordance with N.H. RSA 33, and ta 
authorize the selectmen, at their discreticn, to fix the dates, maturities, 
denominations, interest rates, the place af payment, form and ather details af 
Said rotes. (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Mederator read Article #2. Motion to accept article #2 as read was duly 
seconded. 


Folls opened at 18:14 p.m. and closed at 11:14 p.m. with the same ballet 
officials as the previous article. There were 134 ballots cast with the 
following results: 


29 yes 185 nea 
89 votes were needed for a 2/3 vate. Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE #3 

To see if the Town will vote ta authorize the withdrawal from the 
established capital reserve fund $14,@@2@ plus accumulated interest for use as a 
set-off against the budoeted anpprepriation for the snecific purpose of providina 
municipal affices. 


Moderator ruled no action could be taken om this article. since there is no 
appropriation that can be vated oan. This amount was voted dawn at the armnual 
town meeting in March. 


ARTICLE #4 


To transact any other business which may legally come before this meeting . 


Gilbert Bleckmarnm made a motion that we reconsider Article #1 and #2. 
William KBleckmarm seconded. 


Larry Berkson challenged this motion statino that you had ta vote with the 
Majority in order ta make a motion tc recansider an article. 


Gilbert Bleckmarn said he vated with the majority on Article #2 so he would 
restate his moticn ta recemsider only Article #2. William Hleckmarm seconded. 


Ed Riveria moved ta amend the motion tc alsa include Article #1 £4xfoar 
reconsideration, stating that he vated with the majority on this article. Edmund 
O’ Brien seconded. 


Senator George Freese spocoke about our District Court being in serious 
jeopardy depending upon the cutcame af this meetino. The leoislature is waiting 
tc see what acticn we take temight regarding new coaurt facilities. He alse 
reminded us that if we lost cur court the police department budget would have ta 
be increased considerably, as we would probably have ta take all cur court cases 
ta Concord. 


Judge Faul Giddis said the court hasn't actually made money for the town, 
but has saved the town money, and after the first of the year the state will be 
paying rent for the ccurt space.

The recessed meeting of September 11, 1985 was called to order by John 
Bartc, Moderator Fro Tem, at 8 p.m at the Fittsfield High School cafeteria. 


Moderator explained that at the September meeting both Articles #1 and #2 
were defeated and a mation ta reconsider these articles was voted affirmative. 


ARTICLE #1 
Moderator HKarto read Article #1 as printed in the original warrant. Leo 
Fraser made a motion to amend Article #1 as follows: 


"To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Hundred Sixty Three Thousand, Two Hundred Ninety Two Dollars ($363,292) for the 
purchase and renovation of the Quinzani Bakery property to provide for Municipal 
Offices and facilities and the Pittsfield District Court, to be funded as 
follows: $30,804 from the 1985 tax rate; $96,000 from insurance proceeds; $15,200 
from capital reserve funds; $5,496 from district court building escrow funds; 
$158, @00 from the proceeds of long term notes to be issued in accordance with NH 
RSA 33, and to authorize the selectmen, at their discretion, to fix the dates, 
maturities, denominations, interest rate, the place of payment, form, and other 
details of said notes; and to authorized the Board of Selectmen to solicit 
proposals for the sale and/or lease of the Town Hall property, said proposals 
shall include proposed use and appearances of the property and possible impact on 
the immediate neighborhood, said proposals shall be submitted to the 1986 Town 
Meeting for approval; said proposal may yield an estimated $50,000 in revenue to 
be applied tc the above project.” Marcia DuMont seconded the amended motion. 


John Stapleton questioned how many pecple present understood this amendment, 
and why wasn’t it brought to the public’s attention before row. 


Mark Fraser said the amendment wasn’t formulated until late this afternoon. 
The Selectmen felt some people wanted to preserve the present Town Hall 
building. This amendment will give the Selectmen time to solicit proposals from 
architects and present them at 1986 Town Meeting. The voters will have a chance 
at the meeting in March to decide the disposition of this building. 


The only increase in the total appropriation is approximately $16, @@@ which 
is the result of an estimate from a second contractor. This amount reflects the 
difference in the two coast estimates received. 


Floyd Carson questioned the legality of making an amendment to an article 
from a recessed meeting. 


Moderator Barto ruled the amendment had been made to the original article, 
and everyone would have a chance to vote on the amendment before voting on the 
article. 


William Freese spoke on behalf of the Town Administrative Study Committee. 
He said they were criginally appointed to study the feasibility of retaining the 
District Court. After they agreed the court should remain in Pittsfield, they 
discussed possibilities of renovating the Town Hall for additional space, such as 
putting a basement under the building and adding a gable roof. They also looked 
into the former Globe Building and the Guinzani Building. The Committee’s final 
conclusion resulted in a unanimous decision that the best move for the Town would 
be the Quinzani Bakery Building. This building offers a good location, off street 
parking, and plenty of space available for future expansion. 


Discussion continued with voters expressing concern about the cost of 
maintenance in the bakery building. They questioned maintenance problems with 


the fiat roof and the possibility of the present furnace needing reolacement. 
Cost of heating this large building was alsa discussed. 


Moderator called for a vote an the amendment to Article #1. Voice vote 
affirmative. 


At this time Leo Fraser realized there had been a typographical error in the 
amendment, and the amount tc be raised by note proceeds should be $215,792 and 
not $15@,@0@. The total figure $463,292 remains the same. Mr. Fraser made a 
motion to correct this error and it was duly seconded. 


Maderatoar Harta called for a vote on the amendment as corrected. Voice vate 
affirmative. 


Edmund O’Brien made a motion that we proceed to vate con Article #1 as 
amended. Duly seccnded. 


Moderator announced the polls would be apen for one hour and a 2/3 vote 
would be necessary to pass the article. 


Elizabeth Hast, Frances Marston, Arnold Wells, Raberta Maxfield, Henry 
Stapleton and Moderator Harto served as ballot afficials. Poalls opened at 3:@7 
Dp. In. and closed at 1@:@7 p.m. There were 2493 ballats cast with the following 
results: 


169 yes 8@ no 
166 votes needed for a 2/3 vote. Motion vated affirmative. 


ARTICLE #2 


Moderator Barto ruled we would pass cover Article #2 due ta the affirmative 
acticnm under Article #1. 


ARTICLE_#3 


Moderator Barto read Article #3 as printed in the criginal warrant. Lea 
Fraser moved the article as read and it was duly seconded. 


Moderator explained that this amount plus interest was included in Article 
#1, but the law requires a specific vote tc withdraw funds from a capital reserve 
account. Voice vote affirmative. 


Everett Chamberlain moved we adjourn. Duly seconded and voted affirmative 


at 18:22 p.m.
